failed hi the late evening, it would 
have succeeded in.the early even- 
ing. Or vice versa. Or that,, if. it^; 
died on1 a Monday night,, it would 
have been the hit of the year on 
a Thursday. 


Usually, however, it means that 


it was murdered! by the competing 
program which attracted most of 
the viewers. 


Never has a program died be- 


cause it was too bad for the pub- 
lic. But television's Boot Hill; is 
heavily populated with series that 
succumbed because,, it is alleged,^ 
they were too good for the pub- 
lic." 


Two program deaths last sea- 


son were attributed to this fatal 
ailment: It's a Man's- World" 
and the Merv Griffin Show." 


By general agreement,, the best 


television horse opera made was 
a short-lived series called The 
Westerner." It succumbed, ac- 
cording to most expert diagnoses, 
because,, the same experts assert, <• 
they were too fanciful.
